Thirty-six hours’ ride by rail and 
Steamer from this city will land = «a 
Portlander in the heart of the wild- 


est region to be found anywhere west 
of the Mississippi River, says the 
|Portland Oregonian. The west 
j}coast of Vancouver Island is this 


juntamed spot, where time has stood | 


jstill for more than one hundred 
|years and where, owing to the topo- 
jgraphy of the country, thore will be 
little or no advancement in the en- 
suing hundred years Vancouver, 
Quadra, Gray and Captain Cook all 
sailed along this coast and visited 
the numerous little harbors that 
make indentations in the forbidding 
Shore line. They wraped and towed 
their comparatively small erdft 
around numerous islands and up can- 
als and inlets, reaching far into the 
interior of the island, and in their 
wake came the fleets of the traders 
Who bought fish and fur from the In- 
dians. ‘Those were the two great 
stapley of more than ono hundred 
years ago and they are still in the 
lead, in fact are the only resources 
on which the degenerate remnants of 
the once powerful tribe depend for a 
livelihood, 

White men are scarce along the 
west coast, about the only represen- 
tatives being the ‘storekeepers at the 
Indian villages. ‘To supply ‘the wants 
of these few white traders and to 
carry the mail, the Canadian Pacific 
despatches a small steamer every 
seven days. For the past year the 
Queen City, Capt. Townsend, has 
been covering the route, and a round 
trip voyage on this craft is one of 
the most interesting trips that can 
be mado in the same length of time 


ANYWHERE IN THE WEST, 


More than half of the voyage is 
spent in cruising well land on bays 
and inlets that run back from Bar- 
clay, Kyoquot, Nootka, Clayoquot, 
Quatsino and other ‘‘sounds'’ which 
lead out to the open sea. The stea- 
mer usually makes her first stop out 
of Victoria at San Juan and then at 
Carmanah Point and Cape Teale. 

The most important landing place 
in Barclay Sound is the new cable 
station at Bam field Creek. ‘This is 
where tho Australian cable leaves the 
shores of North America, and there 
are about twenty men employed here, 
some of them being fortunate enough 
to have their wives with them. After 
leaving Bamfield Creek, the Queen 
City steams up the Alberni Canal 
far inland to the old town of Alberni 
where the ships from England loaded 
“timber’’ fifty years ago, The ruins 
of the old mill are still in evidence, 
but it has been many a day since a 
deep water lumber carrier sailed up 
this beautiful inlet. The west coast 
of Vancouver Island is rich in  his- 
toric lore, and there is much tragedy 
mixed with the history. In Friend- 
ly Cove, Nootka Sound, the North- 
west America, the first vessel built 
Coast, was launched 
by Capt. Meares in September, 1788, 
the American ship Columbia, Capt. 
Gray, being in tho harbor at the 
time of the launching, Fifteen years 
later, in the same cove, almost’ the 
entire crew of the American ship 
Boston was massacred,by the Indians 
At Clayoquot Sound the red devils 
murdered almost the entire crew. of 
the Tonquin, which had gone north 
from Astoria to trade. Then there 
were tragedies of the sea almost 


turn, 

Almost, Not quite. With my mo-

jof healthy, well-developed Indians, }| 
but bad whiskey and greater evils 
that follow in its wake have caused 


tho destruction of the race; and to- 
|day thero are certain tribes, notably 
along Quatsino Sound, where tho 
cry of a native papoose will never 
again bo heard, tho youngest Indian 
in the district’ being 5 to 6 years 
old. Large numbers of the males 
have been lost in seal hunting in re- 
cent years, and as the seal hunters 
have always been the flower of the 
tribe from a physical standpoint, the 
loss to Indian posterity has been 
sovere. In every village on the is- 
land are numerous vacant huts that 
will never again be tenanted by the 
red man, and deserted Villages are by 
no means infrequently met with. 
Tho destruction of the race, which 
is so largely due to the adoption of 
the white man’s vices, cannot be re- 
pareee otherwise than with regrot. 
n perhaps almost any other part 
of the west this regret would be 
softened by the knowledge that the 
passing of the red man presiged the 
advent of a higher civilization. 
there is no recompense for the dis- 
appearance of the raco which even 
in its picturesque squalor added  in- 
terest to a section of the country 
where Nature was lavish in ber gifts 
of scenery, but wofully stingy is 
passing out resources of greatar in- 
trinsic value. When the last west 
coast Indian passes over to tho 
Great Beyond, his place wil) not be 
filled by a superior order of being. 
Tho respectable white traders and 
missionaries who now lead lonely 
lives among them, having no more 
timber to work on, will return to 
civilization, and the few remaining 
specimens of man will be tho cultus 
squawmen and their offspring, the 
latter in their development rotaining 
all of the evil of both white and red 
men and none of the good of either. 
In justice to a scattering few hard- 
working prospectors and mine own- 
ers now trying to discover what the 
west coast of Vancouver Island was 
mado for, the above statement 
should perhaps be qualified. 
THERE ARE NUMEROUS MINES 
along the west coast, and several 
hundred thousand good dollars have 
been lost forever in an endeavor to 
make producers of them. 
Tho Government, the Catholics and 
the Presbyterians have spent consid- 
erable money in echools and churches 
for educating and Christianizing the 
West Coast Indians, but tho results 
have been far from satisfactory. All

FIXED CHARGES, 


The fees of doctors, the Wages of 
servants, the hire of beasts of bur- 
den, implements, etc., are all rogu- 
lated by royal statute.

Queen Victoria's lessons to her 
great-grandson, Prince Edward of 
Wales, have not been forgotten. A 
little while ago a lady to whom the 
child was showing his picture-book 
of soldiers, struck by his intimate 
knowledge of all the details apper- 
taining to the uniforms worn by of- 
ficers and men, and the different regi- 
ments to which they respectively be- 
longed, asked of him how he had 
acquired so much military informa- 
tion. ‘‘Gran-Gran told me all about 
the regiments,’’ said the boy. ‘‘You 
see, she and I always talked togeth- 
er of soldiers.’

It is, of course, impossible to at- 


tempt with any degree of accuracy to 
predict the number of visitors that 
will pass through the turnstiles at St.

Taking the highest of these figures, 
and applying it to the population of 
St. Louis, which is the fourth largest 
city in the States, it is found that 
the expected crowd should number 
thirteen and a half millions, which

Death of Father Davis. 


We take the following obituary 
from the Perth Courier :— 

Rey. Father Davis died Tuesday 
afternoon about four o'clock. His 
end was not unexpected, and it was 


known for the past few days that he 
could not live long, and the tolling of 
St. John’s bell announced his death to 
the public. Father Davis had been 
seriously ill for six mouths, but his 
courage fought off death. He never 
gave up confidence in gaining health 
again, and only on Friday last did he 
resign himself to his end, happy and 
contented. Father Davis had been 
suffering with diabetes, but towards 
the last a malignant disease developed, 
contracted from sitting with consump- 
tive patients in theirdying hour. His 
Grace Archbishop Gauthier was with 
him when he died, and a number of 
priests were also present. The funeral 
took place on Friday morning at 9.30 
o'clock from the church to St. John’s 
cemetery. The body had been lying 
in state at the Presbytery and was 
viewed by hundreds of citizens. 

The Rey. Father Thomas Dayis was 
born in the City of Kingston on Feb- 
ruary 5th, 1845, and was thus in his 
60th year. He was the firet priest 
who was born, educated and ordained 
in the City of Kingston, He rebuilt 
the church and presbytery at Hunger- 
tord, and erected new churches at 
Madoc, Marmora and Queensboro. 
He took an active interest in all 
things pertaining to the welfare of his 
church and people, solicitous and kind 
to their joys and troubles. Father 
Davis died at peace with the world 
and his Maker. He fought a good

It is the knowledge of facts like 


this that leads people to credit the 
torpedo with undue powers.

One is the speed trouble. 


A modern torpedo will go half a mile 
in a minute, but it will notgo a 
mile in two minutes, Tt will, in- 
stead, require from three to four 


minutes, and to go 3,000 yards—that 
is, a mile and a half—at least six 


the speed decreases till to travel ten 
miles a torpedo requires something 
like an hour and a half. Its power 
is limited; its air can drive it very 
fast for a short distance; if it is to 
go a long way its air must be econo- 
mized and speed, reduced. 

One may aim a torpedo with toler- 
able certainty at a thousand yards— 
a little more than half a mile—for it 
is not difficult to calculate where an 
enemy in motion will be a minute 
hence, ‘To calculate three or four 


‘minutes ahead is far less easy, while 


for any longer period pure chance 
alone can enter, Of course, when the 
enemy's ships are stationary, as the 
Russian ships were at Port Arthur, 
it is quite another affair, and the 
Japanese could have hit them from 
almost any distance.

FALSE LEADER. 


The second count against the tor- 
pedo is a less known one. It is that 
the virtues of the gyroscope can 
most easily become vices. A little 
careless handling, a little grit in the 
bearings, and the gyroscope will not 
revolve in its proper plane.

Moresnet Hes somewiicre near Aix- 
la-Chapelle, on the Vrusso-Belgian 
frontior, It was one of Germany's 
many independent States, but so 
small was it—a’ few square miles in 
arca—that no notice whatever was 
taken of it at the Congress. 

While Prussia was taking posses- 
sion of this, and Austria that, while 
France was receiving one thing, and 


Britain another, nobody bothered 
about the ownership of Morosnet. 
After the Coneress. therefore, 


Moresnet awoke to mnd itself owner- 
less, in the:midst of Murope, Tt 
remains so to this day; Prussia does 
not claim it for fear of offending 
Belgium, and Belgium dare not lay 
hands on it for fear of Prussia, 

So it remains independent, though 
belonging to the German Customs 
Union. It sends conscripts to no 
Buropean army, and pays tuxes only 


to itself, Its governor is one year 
a Prussian major, anothor year &

A St. Petersburg despatch says — 
The submarine bout Delfin sank at 
her moorings in the Neva, off the 
Baltic shipbuilding yard, at 11 
o'clock on Wednesday morning, with 
the loss of an officer, Lieut. Cher- 
kasoff, and twenty men. ‘The acci- 
dent was due partly to the excessive 
number of the crew, mostly inexperi- 
enced men, and chiefly to the unfor- 
tunate attempt of a man to escape 
while his comrades were screwing 
down the manhole cover. 

The officers and men detailed for 
submarine boat instruction had  as- 
sembled at the Baltic yard, and three, 
ollicers decided to go down in the

The Delfin is Russia's best sub- 
marine boat, and underwent a suc- 
cessiul trial in 1903.

AN EXAMPLE. 


of this change which is capable of 
taking place in vegetable and animal 
matter and producing poisons, is 
shown in pressed beef, which when 
exposed to the action of certain bac- 
teria produces a poison. Cheese 
which is made under certain condi- 
tions, where certain kinds of bacter- 
ja can grow in it, produces a poison 
jalso. These unwholesome results 
are produced when these peculiar bac- 
jteria come in contact with food ma- 
terial, and it is necessary in order 
that good health result, to prevent 
the introduction of both the bacteria 
which are capable of producing pois- 
onous products and the poisons 
themselves, into the body. 

The germs of many discases are 
widely distributed by means of wa- 
ter and milk supply. It has been 
known that the epidemic of typhoid 
fever has resulted from a contamin- 
ated water supply being used for 
washing the milk cans, without boil- 


ing. 
The open well has also been known 
to become contaminated from the 


germs brought in the mud adhering 
to the boots of the persons who used 
jthe well water. These germs would 
be deposited on the platform and be 
}washed down by the rain into the 


jwell, Sickness which results from 
the intorduction of germs into the 
body, such as typhoid, is a very 


costly experience to the community. 
A few years ago the city of Ply- 
mouth, Pa., had an epidemic. The 
population of the city wad 8000. 
There were over 1000 cases and 100 
deaths from it. 

The cost to the community was es- 
timated as follows: Loss of wages 
of those who recovered, $30,020;

RAISING THE CROP, — 
The largest of the three existing 
wond factories is at Algarkirk, Good 
soil—and this part of Lincolnshire {s 
famed for such—is absolutely essen- 
tial to the proper growth of woad, 
which the botanists call Isatis tine- 
toria. Woad, or dyer’s weed, as it 
¥s sometimes called, is a bushy little 


low 
of 


plant growing to about three feet 
high, and bearing protty, tiny, yol- 
low cross-shaped flowers. The seed 


is planted in April, and at Algarkirl 
the sowing is always commenced on 
‘the sixth day of the month, this 
‘date having been religiously observ- 
ed for a great number of years, Sun- 
‘days, of course, excepted. As soon 
as the plant appears above ground 
it requires unromitting attention, as 
{t refuses to thrive along side evon 
a minimum amount of weeds; and, as 
the manager of the factory said to 
me, the fields have ‘‘to be kept as 
clean as onion beds in a garden.’’ At 
certain periods the fields, in order 
to increase their cropping power, are 
dressed with different chemical mix- 
tures, but the nature of these com- 
pounds is kept a profound secret by 
the jealous growers. 

Unlike the majority of crops, woad 
has many harvests, the first taking 
place in August, and the last at the 
end of October to the beginning of 
Novomber; and, machine-ridden as is 
the age, the first cropping is actual- 
ly plucked by hand, for at this stage 
the plants are very small and ten- 
der. This plucking forms a distinctly 
curious sight, as most of the work 
fs done by women, many of whom 
kneel on the ground, Of the later 
croppings, even these are not cut

As to the woad- 
workers themselves, they are much 
better off than the majority of agri- 
cultural laborers, as they find em- 
ployment at good wages all the year 
round, and their homes are conveni- 
ently situated within the factory 
grounds. When the woad is plucked 
or cut, as the case may be, it is 
carted to the factory hard by, 
piled up in the crushing shed, the 
crushing mill itself being, as may 
be scen, ao most fcarsome-looking 
piece of machinery. Running round 
the large circular base is an oak 
rimmed with iron sheeting, having an 
inward incline. On to this bed the 
tender woad plant is thrown, and the 
huge ribbed wheels, weighing some 
15 cwt. each, being set in motion by 
steam power, the poor little squelch- 
ing plants are quickly reduced to an 
unrecognizable pulp. 
DRYING THE WOAD, 

After the crushing the woad pulp 
is scoopod into a large slab-bottom- 
ed enclosure behind the mill, where 
it is allowed to remain some little 
timo, during which period it  fer- 
ments and drains off most of the 
juice or dye. 

The next process in the manufac- 
ture is the balling of the pulp, the 
balls being made about the size of} 
the top of a cottage loaf. As these 
have to be wind-dried, they are re- 
moved to latticed shelves under open- 
gided drying sheds, where they are 
left for a number of weeks, according 
to tho weather, until they become 
quite hard, and look as much like 
black bread as anything. When the 
woad has reached this stage the 
shelves are cleared, and the balls 
thrown into a large outhouse, which 
they about half fill, here they are 
taken in hand by a number of men 
and women, who, with an odd as- 
sortment of tools—forks, hoes, rakes, 
and so forth—line up in battle array 
and beat the balls unmercifully. For 
three days the woad is thus battered 
and broken, after which two or three 
men are told off to turn it over, day 
by day, for seven long weeks. ‘This 
daily stirring up is a very necessary 
operation, as otherwise the ‘nature’ 
of the woad would soon be destroy- 
ed’ through the action of vegetable 
heat, Slow fermentation is that 
which is aimed at, and in the earlier 
stages the stench is almost unbear- 
able to one unused to it, and it some- 
times affects the old woad-workers. 

FIXING COLORS. 

At the end of the seven weeks of 
Severo trial, the woad is reduced to

color It is then casked, and finally 
railed to the cloth markets of York-

In the Andaman and Nicobar Is- 
lands, Mr. Risley tells how the ad- 
mirable arrangements made by the 
Chief Commissioner, ir Richard 
Temple, rendered it possible to effect 
the first cnumeration of the abori- 
gines. The census was conducted by 
special parties of the Settlement offl- 
cials, at some risk to themselves, in 
a series of tours by steamer and 
boat in imperfectly chartered wa- 
ters. At Port Campbell they were 
attacked by the implacably hostile 
Jarawas of South Andaman, and 
were obliged to fire on their assail- 
ants, one Jarawa being killed. 

The enumeration brought to light 
a tribe hitherto unknown, tho Tabo 
of North Andaman, concerning whom 
it is stated, in explanation of their 
small numbors,. that when a conta- 
gious disease appeared recently 
among them they proceeded to kill 
off all those who were attacked, un- 
til very few of the tribe were left. 

Briefl summarizing the figures, 
we find that the, 1,254,612 square 
miles of the Indian Empire had in 
1901 a population of 517,458,193.

It is not a scheduled train, it pro- 
duces no revenue, yet it increases 
the dividends of the company very 
materially by saving the stock and 
property of the road, and its import- 
ance is made evident by the fact that 
it has running rights over any other 
train on the road, even the special 
train of the president himself being 
included. 

When an auxiliary train starts for 
the scene of a wreck, the conductor 
is given an order with right of track 
over any other train, and also an 
order to work between two points 
until the track is cleared again. It 
is the auxiliary train that keeps the 
railway lines clear, and prevents any

Then comes a car 
loaded with ties and rails, a precau- 
tionary measure, in view of the need 
}Sometimes of patching up a portion 
of the track, Another car is loaded 
with wooden blocks and jacks, in 
order that any heavy weight not to 
be reached by the derrick may be 
hoisted and blocked up till on a lev- 
el with the track. When level, it is 
an easy matter to lay rails and pull 
the car or truck, or whatever it 
may be, back on the track again. 
THE DINING CAR. 

In tho dining car tho men find the 
nourishing food that they need when 
their work is done. ‘This car is ai- 
woys a part of the trsin, and bis 
Majesty the Cook is an important 
member of the crew. He js supposed 
to cat and sleep and stay on the car, 
and when he leaves it he must have 
a substitute ready. 

In the van stay the crew, number 
ing from 12 to 20 men. This crew is 
composed of men who are experienc- 
ed in railway life, men who are ex- 
pert machinists, men who can tell at 
a glance what needs to be done, and 
who know also how to do it. They 
aro carefully picked from the hun- 
dreds who work in the shops and 
around the yards, and they are sup- 
posed to be always ready for a call. 

Speed is a prime essential in the 
work of an auxiliary. Forty min- 
utes is the time allowed for prepara- 
tion. Forty minutes after the mes- 
sage telling of a wreck is received, 
the auxiliary is supposed to be pull- 
ing out of the divisional point, On 
the instant that the news of a wreck 
comes the word is passed around, 
tthe crew next due out are called, the 
regular auxiliary men are called by 
car repairers and call boys, and in a 
few minutes all are on the spot. No 
time for lunch. Just a moment to 
kiss wife and children good-bye, and 
then off to the train, perhaps not to 
return for days,’’ and perhaps to 
be back in a few hours. For it’s an 
uncertain life always. 

PICKS UP SECTION MEN. 

As the train rolls along it picks 
up gangs of section men if the 
wreck is reported as a big one. These 
men are to do any track-laying that 
is found necessary. 

All possible speed is made to the 
scene of the wreck. A mile a min- 
ute is often the rate.. When it is 
reached the men get to work, and as 
rapidly as possible set to work to 
straighten out the tangle. On such 
an occasion time means money, and 
not a minute is to be lost. 

If an engine goes clean off the 
track and into the ditch, the men 
build a foundation solid and secure 
undey it, and raise the locomotive 
by the sure and _ steady work of 
jacks. Every inch that is gained is 
filled up by blocks until at last the 
engine is level with the track, Then 
temporary rails are laid, and it is 
once more placed on its native rails. 
Then it is pulled to the nearest re- 
pairing shops, there to be fitted for 
service again.

Storming Party Pass 
Hail of Bullets. 


A Gyangtse, Tibet, despatch says: 
The assault of the British troops ‘on 
the Jong Fort was commenced on 
Wednesday, and after a desperate re- 
sistance the attacking force effected 
a lodgment in the fringe of villages 
surrounding the rock. In this  at- 
tack Lieut. Gordon, of the 82nd 
Sikhs, was killed. From this vant- 
age point a storming party, consist- 
ing of Ghurkas and Sikhs, attacked 
‘Tong and captured it. The British 
casualties were not heavy. 
The fort attacked is on the sum- 
mit of a huge cliff, It was defended 
by 7,000 ‘Tibetans. The British 
concentrated their gun fire on o 
point of the wall 160 feet above the

Dr. Turner Tells of His Observa-| 


tions in South Africa,

Africa. Until recently the extent 
to which this disease was prevalent 
in South Africa was little known. 
The fact that it existed in the Trans- 
Vaal was practically quite unknown, | 
yet Dr. ‘Turner, the health officer | 
of the Transvaal, reports that where- 
as there were 109 cases in his charge 
in 1895 there are now over 200. Dr, 
‘Purner adds the remarkable fact 
|that no one knows how many lepers 
there are in the Transvaol. He says 
that a medical officer who had been 
in charge of the lepers and had taken | 
jmuch interest in the matter asserted 
that there were at least 8,000 in|} 
11900. ’

New Application of Phonograph 
and Lighted Gas. 


There will be music in the air in a 
|sense never, dreamed of by Aricl if 
jthe new /§ flame sound discovery 
\shown to the scientific world at the 
conversazione of the Royal Society 
at Burlington House, London, by 
Mr. T. ©, Porter, can be carried to 
its logical conclusion. 

Of course, being scientific, Mr, Por- 
ter uscs a very serious title. He 
}calls his invention “A Mocthod of 
Mechanically © Reinforcing Sounds,” 
and he describes it thus :— 

An ordinary phonograph with the 
reproducer is used as the source of 
the sounds. In this instrument the 
roughness of the record makes a rod 
Vibrate, and these vibrations are 
communicated mechanically to a thin 
}dise of glass or mica, which in turn 
transmits them to Che nir on the 
side of the disc remote from ‘the 
rod; the acrial disturbances are then 
;conducted by a tube usually to a 
trumpet,’ but in this experiment the 
jreinforcement of the sounds is  ob- 
tained by the combustion of coal 
gos and air. ‘The mixed gases are 
led over the dise of the reproducer 
and conveyed by tubing to two con- 
vergent jets and then ipnited.

THE RED CROSS IN JAPAN. 


For Thirty Years it Has Been Do- 
ing Good Work. 


The Japanese Red Cross Society 
had its origin in the Hakuaisha, on 
association organized for the care 
of the sick and wounded in the Kag- 
oshima civil war of 1877. Two}. 
fnoblemen holding high official posi- 
|tions first conceived the scheme of 
sending relief to the sufferers in this 
|war. Their efforts were seconded by 
‘other influential Japanese, and in 
May, 1877, the association received 
Imperial sanction to send a corps 
of doctors and nurses into the field 
!to the relief of Imperialists and re- 
‘nels alike. 

The HWakuuisha did not disband at 
the close of the war, and in 1886 
the Japanese Government gave its 
adherence to the Geneva convention. 
Vhe Hakuaisha then revised its con- 
stitution in such a way as to en- 


able it to affiliate with the Red 
| Cross. The society was placed un- 
der the patronage of the Emperor 


jand his household and in direct con- 
jnection with the army and navy. 
Its name was changed to the Red 
Cross Socicty of Japan, and after- 
ward it was merged into the Inter- 
national Red Cross Society. 

The society, while nominally under 
the control of the Mikado, is ac- 
tually managed by a board of ten 
members of the permanent council. | 
From these a president and two vice- 
presidents ate chosen with the con- 
sent of the Emperor. Above all 
stands the dircetor general, represen- 
tative of the crown, $ 

The permanent council 1s composed 
of thirty members elected at the an- 
nual meeting of the society. The 
| present officers are; Director Goner- 
al, Prince Kanin; president, Count 
Matwukata; vice-presidents, Barons 
|HWanabusa and Ozawa, Every pre- 
fecture throughout the realm has its 
Jocal branch, of which the Governor 
is ex-oflicio chairman. 

The relief work of the society is 
not limited to the care of sufferers in 
war, Japan, being a volcanic coun- 
try, is subject to eruptions of almost 
appalling o charactor as that 
which overwhelmed Martinique. Since

PEDIGREED SEED.—With the above 
fact in view the newly-formed associa- 


tion, which will ae sels apply 

for Dominion incorporation, drafted a 
constitution toregulate the growing, 
selecting and improving of seeds by its 
members, and providing for keeping 
records of the history of seeds, fixing 
standards, and issuing certificates of 
registration for hand selected seed. 
For the present the operations of the 
association will be confined to wheat, 
oats, barley maize, peas, beans, flax, 
millet and potatoes. Each operating 
member will be required to conduct 
annually a hand selected seed plot of 
not less than one-quarter acre, and 
must keep a record in writing of each 
year’s operations. District superin- 
tendants will supervise and aid the 
work of the members. 

Some RESULTS OF SEED SELECTION. 
—In France and in Germany sugar 
beets now produce twice as many 
pounds of sugar per acre,twice as many 
pounds of refined sugar per acre as 
they did before the improvement of 
the sugar beet was undertaken in a 
systematic manner; that is with the 
same soil, the same climate and the 
same kind of fertilizer, That work 
was begun by Vilmorin of Paris,

found the good corn contained about 
9 per cent. of protein. Then they 
pivoted rows from the ears having the 

ighest percentage of protein, and 
after six years’ careful selection they 
had some corn that showed an average 
of over 15 per cent. protein, or 2 per. 


cent. higher than that of wheat. This 


is an amazing achievement for this 
continent, for if we have Indian corn 


_ richer in protein than wheat, it will 


be an immense benefit and advantage 
inthe feeding of cattle, the produc- 
tion of bacon, andeyven in the nourish- 
ment of human beings from the 
cereal district. 

The Minnesota experiment station 
has had a similar experience with 
flax, for in six years’ selection they 
have effected an increase of 20 per 
cent. in the length of fibre and in the 
yield of seed of the flax plant. 

CANADIAN RESULTS AND PossIBILi- 
TIES.—As it is generally known the 
Macdonald-Robertson Seed Growers’ 
Association, which is superseded by 
the new organization, was an out- 
growth of a competition for prizes 
aggregating $10,000 that were given 
by Sir Win, Macdonald to school boys 
and girls operating seed plots and 
selecting the best heads of wheat and 
oats during the years 1900, 1901 and 
1902, This competition was conduct- 
ed under the supervision of Prof. 
Robertson, hence the name of the 
original association. In the case of 
the crops grown by the boys and girls 
the increase was 18 per cent, in the 
number of grains in the 100 selected 
heads of spring wheat, and 26 per 
cent. in the weight of grains in the 
100 heads, Similar increases were ob- 
tained with oats, Ninety-two per 
cent. of the reports said that the 
quarter acre plots carried crops de- 
cided more vigorous and heayy than 
crops from the same yavieties of grain 
shown on the same farm inthe same 
season for unselected seed,

PREPARING LAND FOR MEAT. 


Upon my farm TI practice mostly a 
three-year rotation of corn, wheat, 
and clover, with an occasional field 
Plowed and put in wheat the second 
time, writes M. C. Thomas. When I 
Plow a field it is done as soon ofter 
harvest as possible, using a jointer 
on the plow to turn all the stubble 
under, and my rule is to plow as 
near 6 inches dcep as possible. As 
the ground is plowed it is rolled 
down, and at intervals of ten days 
or two. weeks I go over it with a 
spring-tooth harrow. If the weath- 
er is inclined tobe dry this is fol- 
lowed with the roller. 

During the last few years, rains 
have been very light about seeding 
time. _We must, therefore, prepare 
for sufficient moisture to bring tho 
wheat up and give it a good start 
by having a compact seedbed and 
cover with a blanket of fine earth in 
which to drill the wheat. In pre

corn ground best. With this method 
one breaking of the ground gives a 
crop of corn, wheat and _ clover, 
which is quite an important point to 
be considered, 

I check my corn and give it level 
culture both ways, which is all the 
while preparing a scedbed for the 
wheat. ‘The corn is cut, the shocks 

12 hills square. Care is taken 
to have the shock rows straight 
both ways. This enables me to 
work the ground both ways without 
being compelled to trust the shock 
rows. I work up just as close to a 
shock row as possible, and then, by 
going the opposite direction, the 
small space left between the shocks 
is worked. 

The best tool that I have ever 
found to prepare corn ground for 
wheat is the common drag harrow, 
which levels and fines the surface: 
Very often two workings with it, 
once each way, make an ideal seed- 
bed. I drill the same direction as I 
harrowed the last time, in Order to 
obviate the trouble with the corn 
stubble clogging the drill. In drill- 
ing 1 twist in around the shocks as 
clorely as possible. In finishing the 
field, we go once round for each 
shock row, the opposite direction, 
and drill the little spots by the 
shock that could not be covered dur- 
ing the main drilling. By this 
method. all the ground is seeded ex- 
cept that occupied by the corn 
shocks. 


What can a woman do to earn her 
living? She can become a draper’s 
model, is the suggestion of one “au- 
thority. 

“Unquestionably a great deal of 
the trouble concerning employment 
is caused by the women themselves,’’ 
he said to a London Ixpress repre- 
sentative yesterday. 

“All domestic duties nowadays are 
scorned as being beneath their dig- 
nity. We cannot get domestic ser- 
vants because the girls want to be 
typists or clerks. Good cooks are 
becoming as extinct as the Great 
Auk, and the only housemaid’s place 
for which there is any competition 
is a housemaid’s place on the stage. 

“Yet we are overburdened with 
governesses—half trained, as a rule 
—hospital nurses, typists, and clerks 
who cannot get employment. 

“A new profession has been  sug- 
gested for girls who have had no 
special training for any business or 
professional work, All that it re 
quired is a good figure, and the car- 
riage necessary to show off beauti- 
ful gowns. 

“Vhe profession is that of manne- 
quin, or draper's model, Those girls 
are employed by all large shops, and 
are selected entirely on account of 
their beauty and shapeliness, 

“Their duties consist solely of 
walking up and down the long show- 
rooms clad in all the most exquisite 
models which the shops can prodtce 
for the benefit of the ladies who wish 
to purchase them. 

“Those who have tried it state 
that they find the life most profit- 
able and comfortable, and they have 
not the slightest wish to change 
their position for that of a gover- 
ness or a clerk, 

“Unfortunately the demand for 
such women is not large. But, af- 
ter all, perhaps, it is nearly as large 
as the supply, considering how very 
few women are perfectly formed now- 
adays."* 


RAISING PICs. 


To begin with, breeding stock 
be selected with considerable 
Pedigreed hogs are considered best, 
but to be most profitable they must 
have first-class care, be provided 
with the best of feed and shelter, and 
not neglected in any way. ‘This, of 
course, calls for some experience and 
ability on the part of the owner, 
says P. M. Davis. + 

Next to the thoroughbred, the half- 
breed is perhaps the best all-around 
hog. ‘The cross stimulates vitality 
and endurance in both animals. Do 
not misunderstand me, I, of course, 
do not recommend indiscriminate, 
haphazard breeding. If possible, 
raise thoroughbreds, but if not, a 
cross between some of the leading 
breeds is very desirable, especially 
for the market, 

The sow should have good length, 
depth, strong bone, but should not 
be too high on the legs, She should 
be at least 18 months old before she 
raises her first litter of pigs, and 
must, always be kept continuously in 
dry, comfortable quarters, convenient 
to a grass pasture, and should be 
given a variety of feed. A week be 
fore farrowing, she should receive 
nothing but bran and mash, but all 
she will eat, 

At farrowing time, give her the 
very best of attention and see that 
the. young pigs are promptly taken 
care of. Keep the sow and the pigs 
in a warm place, particularly if the 
weather is cool. Feed the sow spar- 
ingly for two or three days on bran 
slop, to which a handful of middl- 
ings has been nodded. Gradually in- 
crease this and by the time the pigs 
are three weeks old they should bo 
given somo feed in the way of slop, 
made of milk ond middlings, This 
may be gradually increased and 
coarse feed added, as tho pigs are

Look to Your Silver. 


A few weeks ago an order was 
issued from Ottawa discontinuing the 
redemption of any multilated silyer 
coin, or coin worn smooth, or coin 
that bad accidently been injured. In 
Toronto the other day a man offered 
asilyer half dollar with three large 
letters stamped on one side, as legal 
tender, but the departmental stores 
turned up their noses atit. There is 
no legislation for the redemption of 
silver coin. In England they make 
an appropriation when required for 
redemption of worn coin, but once 
when it is issued in Canada it is the 
property of the public and the govern- 
ment are no further responsible for it. 
Silver is only legal tender for $10 and 
it is a felony to deface the coin, and a 
inisdemeanor to circulate it when so 
defaced. Any one found doing so is 
liable to a fine and imprisonment. 
The only redress you can get is to 
have ‘the person arrested who gave 
you the coin. If you try to pass it 
you are liable to prosecution. Paper 
money is redeemable, no matter how 
dirty or worn or tattered it may be.

| At the time of the Boxer outbreak 
the Russo-Chinesé Bank at New- 
chwang had over 5,000,000 taels in- 
vested in the native city, and de 
spite tho business stagnation result- 
ing from the disruption of the usual 
commerce conditions since that date, 
that money has all been accounted 
for. 

The main cause of this admirable 
state of affairs is, in my opinion, the 
guild organzation. Every merchant 
is a member of a guild, every trades- 
man has his guild, and what the 
guild ordains is faithfully carried 
out by each of its members, 

No Chinese merchant can afford to 
lose caste, or ‘‘face,"’ as he would 
express it. His ‘‘face’’ is literally 
his fortune, Were he to be engaged 
in any discreditable transaction, and 
be reported to his guild, he would 
lose ‘‘face,’’ and with it credit, bus- 
iness standing and his entire clien- 
tele. 

The Chinese merchant has a keen 
sense of justice, in spite of the fact 
that the Chinese oflicial class is sin- 
gularly deficient in that respect; and 
if the foreigner can but show that he 
has “‘li’’ (right) on his side he will 
find it an unfailing argument, one to 
compel a body of Chinamen, for the 
sake of their ‘‘face’’ to decide in his 
favor, their sympathy with their fel- 
low merchants notwithstanding.

After extended tours through the 
mining sections of North Hastings 
and adjoining counties on three 
different occasions, I cannot refrain 
from writing a few lines about what 
IT saw and learned.

I have no personal interest there, 
other than as a mining engineer visit- 
ing the district at intervals on behalf 
of clieats. My sole reason for taking | 
up my pen is a desire to awaken a 
healthy interest in what I believe to 
be a very promising mining region, if 
left to those skilled in the art of deye- 
loping nature's latent resources. 

As Mr. T. A, Richard, one of our 
most eminent mining authorities, 
aptly puts it in an article in the En- 
gineer and Mining Journal of May 5th, 
‘Let the shoe-sticker stick to his last.” 
I would respectfully add to this, the 
drummer to the sale of his goods, the 
jeweller to his shop, the minister to 
saving souls, the mason to his trowel, 
and the lumberman to his axe, and let 
that alone which they do not and 
neyer will understand.

BURIED IN THEIR BLOOD. 


Rabbi Drabkin, of St. Petersburg, 
in an interview had with him by an 
Associated Press correspondent, as- 
serted that there were 150,000 Jews! 
fighting in the Russian army in Man- 
churia. Tho Rabbi calls attention 
to the fact that when Jews fall in’ 
battle their burial is different from 
that which occurs when death results | 
in other ways. The Talmudic law} 
roquires that those who fall in bat- 
tle shall be buried in their blood. 
Therefore, the bodies of such are not 
placed in shrouds, but are interred 
in their clothes. 

Although Jewish soldiers can offi- 
ciate at such burials, Rabbi Drab- 
kin thinks that rabbis should be sent 
to the Far East,«together with the 
instruments prescribed by the Jewish 
ritual, the only place in that region 
where these now are being Harbin. 

The Jews in Russia are subscribing | 
immense sums for the aid of the fam- 
ilies of their co-religionists in tho 
field. Odessa alone having contri- 
buted $175,000. 


RUSSIAN SHIPS AT SIA 

A despatch from Tokio says: 

Russian Vladivostock squadron, un- 
accompanied by torpedo boats, en- 
tered the Pacific Ocean at 7 o'clock. 
Its destination is unknown, but it 
is suggested that it possibly plans 
to raid the east coast of Japan, and 
then either return to Viadivostock, 
escaping to the southward, or at- 
tempt to form a junction with the 
Port Arthur fleet. The squadron 
was discovered in the Straits of Tsu- 
garu at 8 o'clock in the morning 
stcaming rapidly eastward. At 3.30 
a.m. it was reported off Tappi Capu, 
and at 7 a.m. observers at Hakodate 
discerned it and reported to Tokio 
that it was then steaming to tha 
east. Warnings have gone out to 
shipping along the eastern coast of 
Japan and merchantmen are hurricd- 
ly seeking cover. It is expected that 
most of the shipping will be warned 
before the Russian vessels can inflict 
serious damage if a raid is purposed.

KILLING WILD MUSTARD. 
How the Blue-stone Solution is 


Made and Applied. 


The Minister of Agriculture has 
jagain authorized the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College to give demonstra- 
‘tions in Mustard Spraying. 

The demonstrations given in many 
parts of the Province in 1901 and 
1902 were uniformly successful in 
the destruction of growing wild mus- 
tard plants in growing cereal crops; 
and it is believed that the bluestone 
|treatment of mustard will be wel- 
|comed by hundreds of farmers 
| throughout Ontario. 

1. How the blue-stone is applicd:— 
Place an ordinary spray pump, such 
as is used for the spraying of fruit 
trees, on a cart or light wagon; drive 
along slowly through the field  ap- 
plying the solution to the mustard 
plants in the form of ‘a fine spray. 
When the field is badly infested, it is 
advisable to spray the crop in strips 
in order that no mustard plants es- 
cape the spray. 

2. How the blue-stone solution is 
made:—Put nine (9) pounds of bluc- 
stone (copper sulphate) in a coarse 
sack or bag, and suspend it in a ves- 
sel containing three (3) gallons of 
very hot or boiling water, The bluc- 
stone will usually dissolve in 15 or 
20 minutes. Strain the solution in- 
to the barrel of the spraying-pump, 
and fill up with cold water to make 
40 or 45 gallons. This is known as 
tho 2 per cent, solution. (1 pound 


of blue-stone in 5 gallons of water.) 
3. When to spray the mustard 
plants:—Spray the Mustard on a 


calm, bright day, just as the plants 
are coming into bloom. At this 
time most of the young plants havo 
made their appearance, and all will 
be killed. Should a heavy rain come 
immediately after spraying, it will 
be necessary to spray again, 

4. The cost of the solution: 
mercial blue-stone or blue vitrol 
costs at the dri store about nine 
or ten cents per pound. A barrel 
of the solution will therefore cost 
about eighty or ninety conts, 

5. Wow much is required to spray 
an acre thoroughly? A barrel of the 
solution is sufficient for on acre, 
Suceossful results are obtained when 
the spraying is done thoroughly.

WATCHES THE RAILS. 
Machine Which Provides for Safe- 
ty of Travellers. 


American railroad development has | 
reached the point where a man can 
sit comfortably in a private-car ard 
see recorded on paper before him 
every imperfection of the rails over 
which he is riding, says Wotds 
Werk. ‘Twenty years ago, « Ueck 
welker with a hammer tranped the 
cross-ties to find out this same thing. 
The track walker’s work and much 
more is now done by the dynograph, 
a mechanism which not only records 
the deviations the rails make from 
a straight and level line, but auto-| 
matically computes these deviations 
in feet and inches. It is the inven- 
tion of Dr. P. H. Dudley. The in- 
vention is attached to his private 
car, Which has been his home for 
fifteen years. The dynograph tests 
rails It is a machine 42 inches 
high and looks like a hand printing 
press. It makes records on the roll 
of paper attached to the machine, 
made through power gained from the 
rolling of the wheels of the car over 
the track. The paper is unrolled by 
a shaft attached to the axle of the 
car, The paper is thus moved slow- 
ly as the car travels. Suspended 
over the paper are a number of glass 
tubes, each containing red ink. They 


are really glass needles that makes 
a continuous mark on the paper. 
There is one needle for each track, 


one for the gauge of the rails, an- 
other to measure the distance the 
car is travelling. These needles are 
all connected, first, by shaft attach- 
ed to the side, and then by delicate 
mechanism attached te the shaft. If 
the car is travelling over a perfect 
leZel track, these glass needles make 
a Straight line. If there is an undu- 
lation in the track of a fraction cf 
an inch, the sensitive mechanism 
Wavers, and the lime becomes broken. 
Since no track is perfectly level, the 
record for the best road-bed in Am- 
erica is wavering. 

When the undulatien or break in 
the level of the track is one-eighth 
of an inch or more, the mechanism 
opens a hose attached to a can of 
blue paint on the tracks, the paint 
is splurted on the rail and the de 
fect is thus plainly marked for the 
section gangs.

Intelligence of These 
Animals.

During the four years M. Louis 
Lepine thas occupied 
Perfect of Police in Paris he has dis- 
tinguished hiniself not only on ac- 
count of the energetic manner in 
which he has labored to improve the 
working of his department, but also 
bocause of the originality of his ideas 
in connection with the prevention of 
crime. It was MN, Lepine who organ- 
| {zed the special corps of ‘‘agents 
plongeurs,’’ or ‘‘plunging policemen,”’ 


whose duty it is to patrol the 
banks, quays and bridges of the 
Scine, and rescue persons who have 


been flung into the river or who have 


thrown themselves in with a View 
to putting an end to their real or 
imagined miseries. 

The “agents plongeurs’’ have for 


some time past been assisted in their 
unenviable work by a smal) flotilla 
of steamboats, which scour the Seine 
at night and, with the aid of power- 
ful searchlights, discover river poach- 
ers or other marauders and crimin- 
els. M. Lepine, however, has pro- 


|vided the “plunging policemen’’ with 


further assistance in the shape of a 
corps of dogs, who have been speci- 
ally trained to carry out the work 
o’ rescuing drowning people. 

These dogs are a cross between the 
Newfoundland and Esquimaux speci- 
es, possessing the black hair and 
heavy paw of the Newfoundland sire 
and the slendor snout of the Eskui- 
maux mother. The dogs have been 
trained not only to rescue the drown- 
ing and to recover bodies, but also 
to assist in the capture of thieves 
and other ne’er-do-wells who frequent 
the river bank, M. Lepine proposes 
supplying each “‘agent plongeur'’ 
with one of these dngs. 

Paris, however, is not the only city 
Which possesses dog-policemen. M. 
Van Wesemail, the Chief Commission- 
er of Police at Ghent, has also or- 
ganized a corps of canine criminal 
capturers. Some time ago an cpi- 
demic, of robberies occurred in that 
city, Which the authorities found ex- 
tremely difficult to cope with on ac- 
count of the isolation of the places 
where the crimes were perpetuated. 
M. Van Wesmail therefore obtained 
the permission of the burgomaster to 
institute a service of dogs. 

The Commissioner carefully ar- 
ranged every detail of their training, 
which is entirely done by kindness. 
The dogs are taught by means of
